Between December 13, 1973 when Olympic Coins 
first went on public sale and September 30, 1974 the 
Program delivered $49.8 million of coin with a face 
value of $40.8 million. Over $7.1 million represents 
circulated coin the balance of $42.7 million repre- 
senting uncirculated coin. 


2. Series II Launch 


The second series of Olympic Coins was launched 
on the 16th of September in Canada and 23rd of Sep- 
tember in the Pacific Region. The European launch 
was scheduled for October 15th. The U.S. launch of 
Series II is pending completion of Series I marketing.

C. New Developments 


1. Market Development 


The Olympic Coin Program now has active distribu- 
tors of Olympic Coins in some 29 countries through a 
variety of distributors who represent some tens of 
thousands of retail outlets. Arrangements are being 
finalized in some 15 to 20 more countries. 


In Canada (40% of the world market) distribution 
is being made through Chartered Banks, other finan- 
cial institutions and fifteen authorized commercial dis- 
tributors (see listing, Exhibit 4). 

In the United States (25% of the world market), 
Paramount Coin distributes Proof quality sets on a 
nation-wide basis, and Italcambio and Decathlon Coin 
distributes encapsulated coins. The American Express 
Company Cardholder program offers a subscription of 
encapsulated coins in a special display case. A case 
holds 7 trays of 4 coins each. The American Express 
Company Bank Program offers a prestige set (4 coins) 
utilizing participating banks. It is anticipated that the 
above four organizations will account for approximately 
75% of the projected U.S. sales. Other distributors 
have been appointed on a regional basis (See Exhibit 
4). 


Principal European Distributors are listed in Exhibit 
4. Approximately 15% of total sales is in the Euro- 
pean Market.

C. Nouveaux développements 


1. Développement du marché 


Le Programme de Ja monnaie olympique distribue 
actuellement les piéces de monnaie dans quelque 29 
pays par l’intermédiaire de plusieurs distributeurs qui 
représentent quelques dizaines de milliers de détail- 
lants. Nous sommes en voie de conclure des accords 
dans 15 ou 20 pays supplémentaires. 


Au Canada (40% du marché mondial) la distribu- 
tion se fait par l’entremise de banques a charte, d’au- 
tres institutions financiéres et de 15 distributeurs com- 
mercants autorisés (voir la liste 4 l’annexe 4). 

Aux Etats-Unis (25% du marché mondial), Para- 
mount Coin distribue des séries d’épreuves numismati- 
ques a Vléchelle nationale, tandis qu’Italcambio et 
Decathlon Coins distribuent les piéces encapsulées. 
Les détenteurs de cartes de l American Express peuvent 
souscrire aux sept séries de piéces encapsulées qui sont 
présentées dans des coffrets spéciaux de présentation. 
Un coffret renferme 7 présentoirs portant chacun 4 
pieces. Le service bancaire de |’American Express met 
en vente des coffrets «de prestige» (4 piéces) par l’en- 
tremise des banques participantes. On s’attend a ce que 
ces quatre entreprises représentent environ 75% des 
ventes prévues pour les Etats-Unis. On a aussi nommé 
des distributeurs régionaux. (Voir annexe 4). 


On trouvera la liste des principaux distributeurs 
européens a l’annexe 4. Le marché européen représente 
environ 15% du marché mondial. 


In the Pacific (15% of the world market) the prin- 
cipal distributors for Olympic Coins have now been 
designated (See Exhibit 4). 

Five per cent of planned production is being reserved 
for countries which have not yet concluded distribution 
arrangements with the Olympic Coin Program. 


2. Advertising, Sales Promotion and Public Relations 


Total expenditures for advertising to September 30, 
1974 were substantially lower than originally forecast. 
This is, of course, a direct consequence of a delay in 
launching some markets, particularly the U.S. market, 
and reflects cut backs that could be made in other 
markets where sales had exceeded expectations. 


Since the U.S. launch date took place early in Sep- 
tember, only modest test advertising has been under- 
taken there. 

Principal expenditures to date were concentrated 
firstly on the Canadian market and secondly on our 
launch program in the Pacific Region and Europe. 


3. Pricing Policy 


Commencing with Series II all Olympic Coins will 
be encapsulated and will be priced as suggested by the 
Postmaster General above face value. Banks, other 
financial institutions, Canadian and foreigr. coin distri- 
butors are charged a set price for encapsulated and 
single-cased coins. All pay their own distribution and 
shipping costs except for Paramount International Coin 
Corporation and American Express Company who op- 
erate under special service contracts to the Program, 
where the price is equal or greater than the listed 
F.O.B. price. Certain distributors who propose to in- 
corporate Olympic coins into premium priced products 
such as jewellery are charged a slightly higher price. 
No commission discount or other advantage is paid, 
allowed or given by the Postmaster General to any dis- 
tributor, however the suggested retail prices allow rea- 
sonable markups over the F.O.B. Ottawa prices to dis- 
tributors to cover their costs and provide a very modest 
earning on investment.

2. Publicité, promotion des ventes et relations 
extérieures 


Le 30 septembre 1974, les dépenses totales pour la 
publicité étaient considérablement inférieures 4 celles 
qui avaient originalement été prévues. Ceci est bien stir 
la conséquence directe du retard apporté a lancer cer- 
tains marchés et refléte les économies qui pourraient 
étre réalisées sur les autres marchés ow les ventes ont 
dépassé nos attentes. 


Comme le lancement sur le marché américain a eu 
lieu au début de septembre, on n’a lancé que de petites 
campagnes publicitaires d’essai dans ce pays. 

Jusqu’a ce jour, les dépenses principales étaient con- 
centrées d’abord sur le marché canadien et ensuite sur 
le programme de lancement dans le Pacifique et en 
Europe. 


3. Ligne de conduite en matiére d’établissement 
des prix 


A partir de la série II, toutes les piéces de monnaie 
olympique seront encapsulées. Le prix sera établi en 
fonction des suggestions du ministre des Postes, au- 
dessus de la valeur nominale. Les banques, autres insti- 
tutions financiéres et les distributeurs du Canada et de 
l’étranger paient un prix fixe pour les piéces encapsulées 
et en écrin d’une seule piéce. Tous doivent assumer 
eux-mémes les frais de distribution et d’expédition, a 
exception de Paramount Coin et de L’American Ex- 
press avec qui le Programme de la monnaie olympique 
a conclu des contrats de service spéciaux. Dans ce cas, 
le prix est égal ou plus élevé que le prix f.a.b. apparais- 
sant sur la liste. Certains distributeurs qui ont linten- 
tion d’incorporer les piéces de monnaie olympiques 
dans des produits de luxe, comme des bijoux, doivent 
payer un prix légérement supérieur. Le ministre ne 
paie, ni n’accorde, ni ne donne a aucun distributeur un 
escompte de commission ni d’autres avantages, mais le 
prix de détail suggéré permet aux distributeurs d’aug- 
menter raisonnablement le prix qu’ils paient f.a.b. Ot- 
tawa, afin de recouvrer leurs dépenses et de réaliser un 
petit profit sur leur investissement.

A. Introduction 


Olympic Coin sales reached a total of $388,763,209 on 
September30, 1977 with net proceeds of $105,493,241 after 
taking into account a provision of $8,000,000 for other 
sundry costs. The total face value of delivered coins was 
$279,692,765. In addition, some $310,000 have been 
registered as forward sales on subscription programs but 
will only be taken into sales as coins are delivered. 


The outstanding feature of the six month period 
covered by this Report is an orderly wind-up of the 
Olympic Coin Program.

national Olympic Community, an agreement has been 
signed with each National Olympic Committee to pay 
them 3% of the face value of all Olympic Coins sold by 
the Program in each respective country. 


Under these agreements, total payments (see Exhibit 4) 
of $8,358,307 have been made to September 30, 1977.

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A. INTRODUCTION 


Olympic Coin sales as at September 30, 1978 total 
$388,500,181 after recognizing some adjustments and 
credits which were not previously recorded with net 
proceeds of $110,828,806 after taking into account a 
provision of $1,000,000 for other sundry costs. The total 
face value of delivered coins was $279,566,080. 


The wind-up procedures are continuing. 


B. SALES 


Sales of Series I, II, III, lV, V, VI and VII Olympic Coins 
to September 30, 1978 are shown as Exhibit 2. 


C. MARKETING 
All selling of Olympic Coins has ceased. 


Advertising and Sales Promotion 


The total expenditures for advertising to September 30, 
1978 were in the order of $41,937,000 (see Exhibit 3). 


Communications 


A customer relations group was established early July 
1976 to deal with individual customer complaints on a 
personalized basis. This group is now in the final stages of 
resolving customer problems.

In consideration of each National Olympic Committee’s 
responsibility under rule 53 of the International Olympic 
Committee to grant permission for the use of the Olympic 
Games’ symbols in each respective country and in consid- 
eration of the Program’s interest to tangibly express its 
support to the Olympic Idea and the International 
Olympic Community, an agreement has been signed with 
each National Olympic Committee to pay them 3% of the 
face value of all Olympic Coins sold by the Program in each 
respective country. 


Under these agreements, total payments (see Exhibit 4) 
of $8,365,351 have been made to September 30, 1978. 


D. ORGANIZATIONAL AND FINANCIAL REPORTS 


Attached is the Operating and Capital Expense Statement 
for the 63 months ended September 30, 1978 (Exhibit 3). 


E. CONCLUSION 


The Olympic Coin Program will continue in a reduced 
form until December 1979.

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SUMMARY 


The Olympic (1976) Act makes provision for the issu- 
ance of Olympic commemorative coins and the manufacture 
and sale of Olympic commemorative stamps and postal 
related products. The Act provides for the establishment of 
an Olympic Account in the Consolidated Revenue Fund. The 
net proceeds derived from the sale of Olympic commemora- 
tive coins, stamps and postal related products are to be 
turned over to the Olympic Corporation (Comité organisa- 
teur des Jeux olympiques) to help finance the 1976 Summer 
Olympic Games in Montreal. 


As of March 31, 1979 gross revenue from the sale of 
Olympic coins amounted to $388,239,685 with the face 
value of this coin being $279,266,360. Net proceeds totalled 
$122,554,437 derived as follows: 


Net proceeds from 
sales of coins $115,054,437 


Net proceeds from 
sales of stamps and 
postal related products $ 7,500,000 


$122,554,437 


Of this total, $115,000,000 had been turned over to the 
Olympic Corporation as at March 31, 1979. The balance of 
$7,554,437 is being reserved for committed and winding 
down costs of the Olympic Coin Program, for contingencies 
and for distribution to the Olympic Corporation. 


INTRODUCTION 


On July 27, 1973 the Olympic (1976) Act was given 
Royal Assent providing for the issue for circulation in Canada 
of Olympic commemorative coins and for the manufacture 
and sale of Olympic commemorative stamps and postal 
related products. The Act makes provision for the establish- 
ment in the Accounts of Canada of an Olympic Account. The 
Account is to be credited with the proceeds, less production 
costs, derived by Canada from the issue and sale of Olympic 
coins. The Account is also to be credited with the 
net proceeds derived by Canada from the sale of Olympic 
stamps and postal related products. The Act makes provision 
for the Minister of Finance to authorize payments to the 
Olympic Corporation, subject to such terms and conditions 
as the Governor in Council may prescribe, of such amounts 
standing to the credit of the Account as exceed the amount 
that may be required for the payment of costs incurred by 
Canada in connection with the distribution, sale or redemp- 
tion of Olympic coins. The Act also provides for the issue 


and sale of Olympic coins up to a maximum face value of 
$450 million. 


On July 30, 1975, Royal Assent was given to an 
Amendment to the Act. This provides that the Governor in 
Council may by proclamation authorize the issue for circula- 
tion in Canada of gold coins of the denomination of one 
hundred dollars commemorating the Olympics and bearing 
the date 1976. 


Sections 17(1) and 17(3) of the Olympic (1976) Act 
state the following: 


‘*17(1) Not later than forty-five days after the expira- 
tion of March, 1974, and the expiration of every sixth 
month thereafter, the Minister of Finance shall prepare 
a report upon all matters for which he has responsibility 
relating to the Olympic coins including, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing; 


(a) the costs incurred with respect to the minting of 
Olympic coins; 


(b) the amount of Olympic coins issued pursuant to 
this Act; 


(c) the respective dates and denominations of such 
Olympic coins; 


(d) the respective standard weight, standard millesimal 
fineness and remedy allowance prescribed in respect of 
such Olympic coins by date and denomination thereof; 


(e) the amount and other particulars of any Olympic 
coins redeemed by the Minister of Finance and the net 
costs of any such redemptions; and 


(f) the aggregate amount of all payments made to the 
Olympic Corporation pursuant to this Act. 


17(3) The reports required to be prepared pursuant to 
this section shall be laid before Parliament within fifteen 
days after they have been prepared or, if Parliament is 
not then sitting, within the first fifteen days next there- 
after that Parliament is sitting.” 


This Report to Parliament is the eleventh semi-annual 
report as required under Sections 17(1) and 17(3) of the 
Olympic (1976) Act.

As indicated in the appendices, sales of Series I, H, III, 
IV, V, Vl and VII and gold Olympic coins and miscellaneous 
packaging material totalled $388,239,685 to March 31, 1979. 
Production costs related to these sales amounted to 
$188,061,053 and included gold, silver, manufacturing and 
package costs of $174,429,528 and indirect production costs 
of $13,631,525. 


Distribution and selling costs incurred by Olympic Coin 
Program totalled $70,764,551 at March 31, 1979. Net 
proceeds from the sale of Olympic coins amounted to 
$115,054,437 while $7,500,000 was recorded to March 31, 
1979 from sales of Olympic stamps and postal related 
products. 


A total of $115,000,000 had been paid to the Olympic 
Corporation at March 31, 1979. The balance of $7,554,437 
of the net proceeds was being retained as a reserve against 
committed and winding down costs, for contingencies and 
for distribution to Olympic Corporation.

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SUMMARY 


The Olympic (1976) Act makes provision for the issu- 
ance of Olympic commemorative coins and the manufacture 
and sale of Olympic commemorative stamps and postal 
related products. The Act provides for the establishment of 
an Olympic Account in the Consolidated Revenue Fund. The 
net proceeds derived from the sale of Olympic commemora- 
tive coins, stamps and postal related products are to be 
turned over to the Olympic Corporation (Comité organisa- 
teur des Jeux olympiques) to help finance the 1976 Summer 
Olympic Games in Montreal. 


As of September 30, 1980 gross revenue from the sale 
of Olympic coins amounted to $388,239,685 with the face 
value of this coin being $279,266,360. Net proceeds totalled 
$133,368,333 derived as follows:

INTRODUCTION 


On July 27, 1973 the Olympic (1976) Act was given 
Royal Assent providing for the issue for circulation in Canada 
of Olympic commemorative coins and for the manufacture 
and sale of Olympic commemorative stamps and postal 
related products. The Act makes provision for the establish- 
ment in the Accounts of Canada of an Olympic Account. The 
Account is to be credited with the proceeds, less production 
costs, derived by Canada from the issue and sale of Olympic 
coins. The Account is also to be credited with the 
net proceeds derived by Canada from the sale of Olympic 
stamps and postal related products. The Act makes provision 
for the Minister of Finance to authorize payments to the 
Olympic Corporation, subject to such terms and conditions 
as the Governor in Council may prescribe, of such amounts 
standing to the credit of the Account as exceed the amount 
that may be required for the payment of costs incurred by 
Canada in connection with the distribution, sale or redemp- 
tion of Olympic coins. The Act also provides for the issue 
and sale of Olympic coins up to a maximum face value of 
$4.50 million. 


On July 30, 1975, Royal Assent was given to an 
Amendment to the Act. This provides that the Governor in 
Council may by proclamation authorize the issue for circula- 
tion in Canada of gold coins of the denomination of one 
hundred dollars commemorating the Olympics and bearing 
the date 1976. 


Sections 17(1) and 17(3) of the Olympic (1976) Act 
state the following: 


“17(1) Not later than forty-five days after the expira- 
tion of March, 1974, and the expiration of every sixth 
month thereafter, the Minister of Finance shall prepare 
a report upon all matters for which he has responsibility 
relating to the Olympic coins including, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing; 


(a) the costs incurred with respect to the minting of 
Olympic coins; 


(b) the amount of Olympic coins issued pursuant to 
this Act; 


(c) the respective dates and denominations of such 
Olympic coins; 


(d) the respective standard weight, standard millesimal 
fineness and remedy allowance prescribed in respect of 
such Olympic coins by date and denomination thereof; 


(e) the amount and other particulars of any Olympic 
coins redeemed by the Minister of Finance and the net 
costs of any such redemptions; and 


(f) the aggregate amount of all payments made to the 
Olympic Corporation pursuant to this Act. 


17(3) The reports required to be prepared pursuant to 
this section shall be laid before Parliament within fifteen 
days after they have been prepared or, if Parliament is 
not then sitting, within the first fifteen days next there- 
after that Parliament is sitting.” 


This Report to Parliament is the fourteenth semi-annual 
report as required under Sections 17(1) and 17(3) of the 
Olympic (1976) Act.
